finde that it isnot the conſcience of anne, bur the feare of puniſhe 
ment,or the ſhame of the world, which moucth vs ſotodoe, The 
adulterer doth many times abſtaine from his filthie adulterig,not 
becauſethat finne is od1ous inthe ſight of God, but becauſe it wil 
bring him to open ſhame among men, The theefe withoutany 
hatredof theft doth ſometimes keepe himſelfe from theoutward

they will paſſe by great ſinnes for whichthereisnopenallRature, 
As {reaviigiis For ifthere were anytrue conſcience of finne in 
them,they would makeaconſcienceofall fines: but eſpecially 
of theſe {inances which in Godscyes are melt abowinable.Agaioe, 
we muſt notrelt when wee have left any fin,as thoughthat-were 
ſufficiene ; but wee mult-narrowly ſearch intoour heares, to ſee 
whatcauſchath moued ysſo to doe: for if we doe not with ſorow 
repentys of our wickedneſſe, and leaue it for the feare of God: 
but forſake it, either becauſe it will bee no longer profitable vnto 
vs,orbecanſe we bee ickly,or older weake,and takeno longer

' Nowto attaine ſomediſcretion in curing this wounded ſpi- 
vie, we mult lkearne wiſelyto wdge,both of the perſon afflicted, & 
of the nature of his affliction, Firſt, we may note whether it be a 
manor a woman,becaulſe we may vrgemore fearkully the vie of 
the Law to a man, as being the veſlell. And asSatan 
knew the woman tobe molteahie and frameablero be wrought 
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had it : if they have knowled e.then Satan is readie te accuſe'the 
ofthe ſinne againſt the holy Ghoſt, as thougheuery ſinne done a- 
gainft knowledpe, were a Hon of preſumption. Further, weeare 
roenquire, how firong or weake they are, that if they bee ſorely 
Aricken,we ceaſe to humble them any further: if they be not ſut- 
ficiently wounded, then totouch them with ſome deeper ſenſe 
offinne. Alſo we muſt bee circumſpeR, to findeout whether by 
naturethey are more fearfull and melancholy or no: as alſo, whe 
ther they bee yſuallſinners, or haue fallen onceof infirmitie; that 
fo ypon their diſpoſition and inclination, we may build our ſpec- 
ches the better, To theſe it is good to adde the confideration of 
the perſons ape, cſtace and abilitie: as if the partie be troubled 
for worldlines, whether he be not a great houſcholder:ifhe come 
plaine of vncleannes, whether he bee not a yong man andynma» 
. ried ; ifhe be humbled with couetoufnes whetherhe be notold : 
becauſe divers countries, callings, ages, conditions & eftateyof 
men, have their diuers and peculiar (innes, which we muſt rightly 
diſcerne. Howbeit ef what ſex ſocuer they are men or women, of 
What complexion ſocuer they are,of what knowledge to diſcerne 
 finne,of whaedegreeof committing finne; of what age, authori- 
_ tie, wealth, cſiate,or condition ſoeuer they are, it is goodto matke 
that there be many, who are more-troubled for thevexation and 
diſquietnes of their minde being diſtempered, then forthe vile- 
nes andhorriblenes oftheirſinne committed; who are wounded 
more with the feare of ſhame, with the ſtare of being mad, ar 
withthe feare of running out of their wittes, then with the con- 
ſcience of finne. Which thing if we findein them,itis ourpart to 
rrauell withthem, that they make a leſſe matter of theoutwarde 
 ſhame,and more conſcience of the inward finne. Neither muſt 
we here forget to make a diſtinion betweene our ſpeeches vied 
tothe humbled in the very time oftheir extreme 2 youee andbus- 
ningagueoftheir troubles, and thoſe ſpeeches which wee vie to 
them the fit being paſt; becauſe the one and former requireth 
. ' moteconſolation andlefſe exhortation, theother &latterwould 
*hauevs more abundatitin admoniſhing, and more ſpating in = 
bao ayvs (nw wemay wiſely admoniſh'them to beware cf 
Gnne;whi ſo proctred their owne woe, Itthisbreathing tire, 
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ir is alſo expedient co exhorr ons thar-for ſony ſhes pou 
greater power OF regeneration, they would rye 
themſclues to ſomeholy orders, and godly vowes, uhercythey 
may either bce furthered in mortifying ſome [peciall in; whic| 
for that they. could finde'no power againſt ir, did moſt pricue 
chem, or ſtrengthened in ſome, ſpeciall grace, the want ns 
did alſo wound them. - | 

But before we launch deeper into this ſea of particular tewmp- 
eations,and beginto ſound the daungerous paſlages of naturall 


corruption, and originall Gane, the troubleſome froth whereof, 


dothalmolt ouerwhelme many poore pilgrims,itſhall bee good 
ro giuethis caution,that both in thefeand inthe former troubles, 
men would be tilt againe admoniſhed, patiently to beare with a 
wounded ſpirit, aloeit itfall out ſo, that they bee ſomewhat per- 
tiſh, ſceing.the haly Ghoſt ſpeaketh ſo fauourably of them, ſay- 
ing : A wounded ſpirit who can beare? And ſurely our practiſe in 
other things, by the law of equitie, may vrge tis at our hands. 
For if men by the light of reaſon can ſee itto bee a dutieconue- 
nient, not furionſly to controle, but meekly to ſuffer, and wiſely 
to put vp the vnaduiſed ſpeeches of a mandiſtemperedinbraine, 
by reaſon of ſome burning ague,or ſuch like violentand yehemer 
ficknes: wee, may eafily gatber eucn by the fame rule of reaſon, 
not ſo ſeuerely to cenſure the impatient ſpeechesof him, who by 
zeaſvrof ſome parching feuer of the ſpirit, is q1{quicred in all 


-parts of his minde, and hath all the veines of his heart(asie were 
3n aſpirituall agonie) yexed, Wherfore both ynſauourie for wane 


of godly wiſedome,and vncharitablefor want of Chriſtian loue, 
aretheir murmuring obtreRations which ſay, what? Is this the 
odly man? Is this he that isſo troubled for his fines ? Why, ſee 
w pettiſh he is, nothing can pleaſe him zno bodie can ſatisfie 


| him. Conſider, O man, if thou canſt beare with a fraile bodie, 


thatthou muſt much more beare with a fraile minde. Conſider 
O man thatthishis pertiſhnes doth more wound him to thebarr, 
then any iniuriethou couldeſt prefſe him with, Andtherefore ſce- 


ing he afflieth his owne ſoule for it, thou needeft not adde any 


thing to his affliQion,and to exaſperate his grievous ſmart.Con- 
kderchatitisa bleſſed thing mercifullytoberhink ys of the eftate:

faying, that we here fit in heauenly places, But the Scriptures in 
this caſe ſpeake of the beginning, not of the conſummation of 
God his children in glorie.For in this life we poſleſle, but in hope 

that, which perfeQly we ſhall eaioy. We be here admitted butin- 
 totheentrieofthis kingdome, wee here take yp ourhold, wee re= 
ccive our deedes, our leaſe and cuidence are giuen vs in this 
world toafſurevs, that hereafter wee ſhall haue the full fruition 
end perfeQ poſſeſſion. Wherefore ancther Propherſaith, Tere.

How he entred intothe houſe of God, 
ate the ſhewe bread, which was not lawfull for him toeate, neither 
for them which werewith bim, but only for the Priefts ? Behold he 
ſpeaketh here of the ceremonic of ſhewe bread, which was bro= 
ken for the preſeruation of mens lives: whereby he ſheweth,thar 
ceremonies as a thing of lefſe importance, muſt giue placefor 
lifes ſake. So that this is ſpoken of the end becauſe thething which 
is forbidden fora common end,is not broken for a particular vſe. 
Wherefore if David and hiscompany did eate of the ſhew bread 
to ſcruccheirneceſlitic,andthat without breachofthe Law,how 
much more may my diſciples eate the eares of corne,to enable 
themthe more toatrend yponthe ordinance of God? It isarule 
inthe civill law,thatit isagzinſt ciuilitie coo greedily to hunt af- 
terthe {illables of their Maximes,andtoo catelelly tonegleQand 
ermitthe true ſenſe of the law, In whichthing our Sauiour 
crappeth the Phariſes, who were too ſeuere cenſours of theletter, 
and too ſecure obſeryers of the matter of the law. Our Sauiour 
- therefore incffeR meaneththus much, that as ic wasnot lawfull 
to eate the ſhewe bread yſually or ordinarily, and yer to eateit 
pon necefſitie it was not vnlawfull: fo vſually to gather cone 
on the Sabboth, even in time of harveſt; it was notlawfull, and 
yet extraotdinarily and ypon necefſitic rogatherit,was nor vn- 
whull on the Sabboth, which permittedthe workes of neceffi- 
tie, whereby men might be the better enabled, and the lefſe hin- 
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. deredto doe the workes of that day. And for this Caufe,ſering. 
the diſciples withour this helpe ſhould haue been vnfitter either 
to hauc preached to others, or heatd our Saujour, and by it were 
cenabledthe moreto cither of theſethings: it is cuident, thatthey 
were ſo farre off from breaking the Sabboth in ſo doing, that ra- 
therthey ſhould haue broken it in not ſo doing, So that Chrift 
doth not only not abrogare the Sabboth in this place, bur alſo re- 
prehending the Phariſes for their miſconſtruing thelaw, and too 
firickteaking it without due con{1derationof the endthereof: he 
- ſettethdowne a more pureqbſeruation ofthe ſame.

Judaiine. luflinus Martyr aftrmecth, that they had-no holy day 
bur one in the Primatiuc Church. Hee ſpeaketh then flatly a- 
_ gainſt the ceremonies, which by che eternitic and perſetion of = 
Chriſt his ſacrifice areaboliſhed, Heb.g.and 10. Ourfirſi father, 
Abraham, when he belecucd, received circumciſion as the ſeale- 
of his faith, to which Baptiſaie. is ſubrogated yrco.. Chriſtians. 
The particular fgne: that. appentained to the poſteritie of A- 
brabam, is gong: bur! the water ib Baptiſme doth appertaine 
$0 all in a genexall; equitic. Likewiſe as the Sabboth did 
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emin mindeofcheir deliverance,ir is gone : but as by it were- 
}einber Chriſt hisreſurreion, weeretaine it, To concludethe 
Apoſtlemeanethnor in this place thatSabboth, but thoſe holie 
daies ofthe lewes, which being the beginnings and endings the 
firitday andlaſt day of their feaſts wereSabboths, 
| -'The third reaſon, Colof.2.16, Let ws man condenme you in 
anute and drinks,or in reſpeft of an holie day,or of the new moone, 
or of the 'Sabboth daies,17. Which are but a ſhadow of things to 
come : but the bodie ts im Chrift, This is alſo vnderfiood of the 
Jewiſh diſtinguiſhing of meates and daies. For the Coloſſians 
weretroubled with falſe Apoſtles, as were the Galathians. And 
what is the reaſon that they were ſoencombred with lewiſh ob= 
ſeruations? Forſooth the __ of Chriſtians, which rather 
conſiſteth of pure fimplicicie then pompous folemnitic, hath bur 
the word barely preached, the Sacraments without vaine ſhewes 
adminiſtred, er in humilitic offered: and therefore it ſee- 
meth not ſo poliſhed, ſo glorious, and ſo garniſhed, as the lewiſh 
_ religion, which did draw the greater partof men after it, Thus 
our fathers ſecing rhe Jewiſh religion ſo verniſhed,andthe Gen 
tiles religion ſo pompous, and Chriſtianreligion full of fimpliei- 
tie, drewthe Gentiles from the ſimplicitic of Chriſtianiſme, and 
brought inthisheape of ceremonies, Whereforc here Paul tellech 
them;thattheſerhings were batinſtruRtons foratime,and peda- 
ogicall: and therefore did not ſo appertaineymtothem, asthey 
Fn ould needto troubletheir conſcieces about them, though 
obſcrued them not. Lee wo man condemmne you, faiththe Apoſtle, 
in ſuch lewiſh ceremonies, as for thenotobſeruing of them they 
ſhould count you no Chriſtians, Here is the ſame drift of the 
© matter, which was of the former: here the Apoſtle deſcendeth 
from generals to particulars,there he aſc h from particulars 
to generals, Let women condemme you in reſpe[t of an bolie day,

_ Cod, Againeyt is like that the Gentiles were not ignorant ofthe 
law of faſting,as may appeare by the Niniuites; but how to order

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The ſecond argumentis this: The ApoRiles changed the day, 
which(ſaytheſe men)they neuer would haue done, had it bin mo- 
rall. I an{weryit was neuer commanded nor appointed what one 
certaine day ſhould bee kept among ſeuen,vut that there ſhould 
be obſerucd a ſeventh day: which being kept, iris ſufficient, and 
the law remainethynuiolated, And yet wee permit nor, that wy 


' manathis pleaſure ſhould now chaygethis day. For that whic 


the Apoſiles did, they did not aspriuate mer, but as men guided 
by the ſpirit of God, they did it for the auoyding of ſuperſtition, 
wherewith the lewes had infeQed it. Againg, as the Jewes vied 
the other day, which is the laſt day of the weeke, becauſe it was 


the day wherein the Lord made all things perfeCt: fothe Apoliles 


changedir, becauſe in x was Chriſt his refurreftion, who wasthe 
beginnerofthe new world,on which day we receiued a more full 
fruit & poſſeſſion of all the benefits in Chrifi his coception,binth, 
life anddeath, Beſides,this was the firſt day of the creating of the 
world, wherein the Lord drew light out of darknes, Laſtly, the 
holie Ghoſt is ſaid onthis day to come downe vponthe holie A- 
poliles.. So that this day doth ficly put vs in minde of our crea»

or deadnes, by the corruption ofnature and ſecret puniſhment 
often incidentrothe deareſt children of God, we cannot ſo reue+ 
rently,cheerfully, and comfortably doc theſe duties required by 
our {clues alone, wee may humbly yſe the remedie, which by the 
communioti of Saintsthe Lord in this caſe hath prowded, that ſo

by the rumour, then topurſuethe author, | But alas, the ſinne of 
our azehath not only brought inthe ignorance, andbaniſhedthe 
practiſe of this Chriſtian dutie : but alſo which moreis, in ſtead 
of healing, wee woyndthe credit of others, and itis bardtodiſ-. 
cerne wherherthere are moewilling to report cuill, or nat vnwil- 
ling co heatecuill reports of others, Who ſeeth notthe common. 
profeſſion of our Sabbothto be a table talking andvaine babling 
of the infirmities of others, toſſing to and frothe credit of our 
brechren as a tennis ball : ayd this not only vſed among brainſick

if wedoerhedutics of faith faithfully,the exerciſes of repentance 
carefully, and the duties of _ . On this mannerthen 
may we expoſtulate with our ſclyes's Haththe Lords mcreaſe of 
merciebrought me adaies increaſe of holines? how is my know- 
_ ledge increaſed, my affeQios touched, my faith Rrengtbened, my _ _ 
repentance renued,cheloue to the Saintsin me confirmed ? How 
did the word prick my beanthow were my affeRions quickened 
by prayer? how much was my faith firengrhened in the Sacra- 
riibin Hath the Sabboth been our delight ? are wee neerer to 
Godin faith and repentance ? are we neerer our brethren in loue 
 andbeneuolence?are we betteraffeRed to the glorie of God ? is 
ſmne more grieuous ynto vs,then it harhbeen ? If it be,giue God 
| theglorie in Chriſt ; if not, ſer our loſſes cauſe vs to make ſome 
godly recouerie in time tocome, Theſe things little thoughtof, 
isthe cauſe why forthe molt part and almoſt generally weereſt 
in the ceremoniall vſe of the Sabboth. Now let vs conſider a 
Itele ofthe goodnes of God in giuing ſo holie a varictic of pood 
things,the conſideration wherof partly may humble vs,and part« - 
ly comfort vs. For in ſo rich and princely viciſſicude, though we 
doe many things, yet ſome duties priuate or publike, with our 
ſcluesor with others, may be left endone; if we doethe outward 
ations, wefaile in inward affeQions: and this oughtto humble 
vs, Howbeit, wee may here alſo ſucke out ſome comfort,to the 
more alluring ofvsto theſe holic exerciſes, in that though we be 
wearie of one exerciſe, wee may refreſh our ſelues with another ; 
if weprofit.not by one, we may profit by anathier: ſo that if we 
be altogethervoyd of delight, and reapeno profit at all, wee can. 
not but excuſerhe Lord,andaccuſe our ſelaex. For if wee cannot 
chrivein private exercifes,we may gaine by the publike meanes;

lecue, euenin the truth it ſelfe without danger. For which 
cauſche was ſo oftentimes {ilenced by our Sauiour Chriſt & Mar. 2.24, 
his Apoſtles, euen then when after bis deceiueable-maner he AQ 16,18/ 
bare witnes vnto the truth. Againe, when the queſtion is of 
ourfaith in Chriſt, whether we belecue in him or not, we muſt 
beware that we ſtand not here vpon perfection of knowledge 
which in the beſt Diuines is vnperfeR:norypon the perfeRtis 
of our perſwafion which in all fleſh is mingled with imperfe- 
Rion, Iris enough forourpreſent comfort,& tothe ſilencing 
ofour aduerſaric, that wee haue a competent knowledge of 
the myſterie of our ſaluation by Chriſt; far remooued from 
that ignorance and implicit vnderſtanding, which Satan hath 
planted in the kingdome of Antichriſt, For perſwaſion alſo, 
_ we acknowledge, that partly by the corruption of nature, and 
partly by his aſſaults, by the grace of God it is ſuch, as the 
ſame is oftentimes aſlailed and ſhaken: Yer failethnot, nor 
falleth voto the ground, but ſtandeth inuincible againſt all his 
attempts & inuaſions whatſocuer, And fanally, for that faith

vs, but ypon the trueth and conſiancie of him, with whome 
there isno change norſhadow of change. Againe, the temp- 
tation it ſelfe from which oyr afflition doth ariſc, thoughir 
haue of it ſelfea moft bicter &ſharp taſt,euen vnto the woun- 
ding of our foules neare vnto death : yet hath it alſo init ar- 
pument of comfort , the Lordhimſefe out of darkenes 1ai- 
fing vp light ynto his children, Foreven by this, that Sathan 
ſo buſily and ſo fiercely aſſaileth ys, ic doth appeare, that as 
once he loſt his poſſeſſion in vsand was caft out by one more 
miglitiechan himſelfe which is Chriſt : lonow he findeth no 
_ peaceable entrance, but aſtrong and mightic reſiftance, & 
that therefore there yet remaineth ſuch part of the former 
worke, hee could not hitherto ouerthrowe, nor ſhall be able 
for euer, which is the ſecret ſeed of faith (till ſuſtained and 
nouriſhed by the ſpirit of God when we would thinke it were 
vererly extinguiſhed, For asthe fire when it wraftleth with 
the water throwne yponit,ceaſerthnot ill ic haue oucrcome:

ning indeede and trauailing vnder the burden ofafflition, 


but yet Randing vpright beforethe enemie, ſo that he can- 


notfully preuaile againſt vs, much lefſe everthrowanddefſtroy 
vs. Buthere one thing mult carefully be looked vato, that we

be nor ſo fare diſcouraged, either with want of feeling, or 
ouerborna with deſire of that we haue notzas weforget whar 
mercic heretofore we haue received, When /obſocarneſtly, 
& {as one would thinke)impatiently wiſheth the good things .. 
he had ſomtimesenioicd,he dothHot only expreſle the great 
affcQion he hadto be reftored ynto his former eflate, bur al. 
ſo giveth the attentiue reader to vnderſtand a ſecret worke 
of that grace of God; from the remembrance of that which 
had beene, infinuating an hope of that which ſhould be, as 
the euent it ſolfe afterward declared ; which iflue of his trou- = 
bles $. James would haue vs diligently to conſider when hee 
faith:Te bawe heardof the ſufferings of Iob,ct- bane ſeene the end 
of the Lord. But it fareth in this cale with the afflited ſoule 
many times,2s it doth with thoſe that greedily ſtrive for the 
ods of this worlde, Their affeRion of hauing more is ſo 
rong,& doth ſoviolently poſleſle & cary them, asit not only 
depriueth them of the vſe of that they haue, bur alſo maketrh 
them forgetthe ſame,& which is yet more, proteſt again it, 
as iFehey had it not at all.Sothe humbled and afflicted ſpirit, 
oucrborne for the time with preſent griefe and auguiſh of 
mind,not only victhnot the comfortsit hath, & can not pre-= 
ſently diſcerne;bur alſo cauſeth an vtter forgetfulnes ofthem, 
and which more is, proteſteth againſtthem, asif they were 
not : pon we ſeeoften in /ob )he ſo complaineth of the con- 
rrary,as it the Lord had not only forſaken his ſeruant, but had 
armed himſclte, & did fight againſt himto deſtroy him, Here 
therefore we muſt bridle and chaſtiſe our impatient & mur- 
muring ſpirit : & remember that of /ob ſo far contraty tothe 
other, that though the Lord ſhould deſtroy him, yerhe will 
truſt in him. Neither muſt we ſo much vexe andvnquiet our 
hearts for that we want, as /abourtomake vle of that we hauc:

«gainſt ſo ſtrong and furious afſaulrsof the enemie; it plainly 
argueth, that he ſtandeth by a greater ſtrengththan his own, 
by which, ashe is preſently preſerued that hefalles nor into 
the hand of his aduerſarie; ſo need he nat doubtthereby to 
be fioaly deliuered, and be crowned with viQtorie and tri- 
umph in deſpite of Sathan and all he is able to worke again(t 
him.But ifthe enemie, whoſe quarelling wich vs is endles, as 
his maliceis ynſatiable,willnort thus leaue vs and giue vs reſt: 
then as I ſaid before, it is our beſt and ſafeſt way, at once to 

- end all diſputation with him. And wee can not better ſhake

Wee may not ſufferour ſclues tobe 

ſo ouerborne of the enemie vnderthe colour of zeale and 

defireto doe well, as not to remember wherein the Lorde 

hath already giuen vs ſome part of well doing>norſo ro firive 

vntorthat wee haue nor, asto forget that which by his grace
